Prices for 1956-crop upland cot- 
ton will be supported at a mini- 
mum level of 28.85 cents per 
pound, gross weight at average 
location, basis middling 17, -inch, 
according to Glen R. Harris, shalt 
man of the State Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation com- 
mittee. This level reflects 82% 
percent of the current _partity 
price. 

Chairman Harris explained that 
the level of support will be in- 
creased in the event of 82% per- 
cent of the parity price for upland 
cotton on August 1 — the begin-

All kinds of boats make up the 
better part of our country’s water 
deaths. With only a little com- 
mon sense these deaths could be 
avoided. Below I have listed a few 
things that all fishermen and boat 
enthusiasts should bear in mind. 
1. Know the capacity of your boat 

and. don’t overload. 

2. Have life preservers and float- 

ing pillows that will keep a 

person afloat. 


. If small children or people that 
cannot swim are in the boat, 
have them wear a life preserv- 
es. 

. Dont stand up or change places 
in’ the boat. 

5. If the boat has a motor, always! 
take oars as motors have been 
known to quit. 


6. Stay out of unknown waters. 
Stumps and rocks will sink a 
boat, 


7. If you are on a busy lake, find 
out the traffic laws of the lake 
before you launch your boat 
and observe them. 


If you ever have the unhappy 
experience of getting out in a 
boat and the boat fills with wa- 
ter, stay with the boat. Most small 
boats will float as they are made 
of wood, and metal boats have 
air compartments in the bow and 
stern so they will float. If you 
are in the water with your life 
jacket on or you are looking for a 
floating pillow and hanging onto 
the boat, wait ’til someone sees 
your capsized boat and comes to 
the rescue. 
but safe. 


Every person should know how 
to give artificial respiration in 
case someone near you should be- 
come unconscious through drown- 
ing, electric shock or asphixiation.

A resolution asking Yor an in- 
ventory of watershed resources 
along the Tule river was passed 
Tuesday at a meeting of the Cali- 
fornia State Soil Conservation 
commissicn held in Sacramento. 
The resolution follows: 

WHEREAS, the Public Re- 
sources Code, Section 2, Chapter 
1680, Section 9061, provides that 
the State Soil Conservation Com- 
mission ‘‘shall cause to be studied 
and shall consider the whole prob- 
lem of soil conservation within 


Salmon fishing off the San Luis 
Obispo county coast has been good, 
both for the sportsmen and com- 
mercial fishermen. The commer- 
cial season got underway on May 
1 and approximately 30 boats 
landed about 9,000 pounds of king 
salmon at Avila that first day. 

The bag and possession limit on 
salmon taken from the ocean is 
three and they must be 22 inches 
from tip of snout to extreme tip 
of tail. 


Wildlife officials say that the 
salmon taken from this part of the 
coast run larger than average, 
which seems to indicate good na- 
tural feeding grounds. 


A letter from our friend, John 
Wilson, Avila, received earlier this 
week reads in part: ‘‘We’ve been 
taking out some salmon charter 
parties and have had good luck. 
The an were running small at 
first-but are getting up to 25 and 
30 pounds now. We take out par- 
ties for salmon only on advance 
notice now.” 

California anglers are missing 
their best bet if they are not tak- 
ing advantage of our great ocean 
fishing, not only for salmon and 
albacore when they’re running, 
but deep sea fishing for other spe- 
cies. 

It’s only on rare occasions, bad 
weather or unfavorable tidal con- 
ditions, that ocean anglers don’t 
return home with a sackful of de- 
licious sea food. 

All along our central] California 
coast from Santa Barbara county 
in the south to Santa Cruz in the 
north, anglers will find ample fa- 
cilities for deep sea fishing, or 
they can always fish off the rocks 
or from the surf or a public pier. 
Incidentally, an angling license 
is not required to fish in the wa- 
ters of the Pacific ocean off a pub- 
lic pier.

About 250 people attended the 
event. The Tulare board of trade 
presented cups to the winners. 
The County Farm Bureau sent the

vention at Davis. The name “4-H” 
was not used at that time. Agri- 
cultural Club work, or Boys and 
Girls Club, were the titles given to 
this youth work.

The first annual county-wide 
4-H Fair, or ‘Achievement Day” 
as it was called then, was held 
September 2, 1927, at the Poplar 
Community Church. Eleven pigs 
and 250 chickens were exhibited 
by 58 club members. Total 4-H 
enrollment in the county at that 
time. was 80 boys and girls. The 
name “Achievement Day’ was 
used because the 4-H members not 
only exhibited their projects but 
4-H pins were awarded at the

GUTHRIE ISSUES STATEMENTS ON. 
RESIGNATION FROM CITIZENS' GROUP 


FORMED TO SUPPORT SCHOOL BOND ISSUE 
John Guthrie resigned Monday as chairman of a Citizen’s com- 
mittee that had been organized to push for passage of a Porterville 
high school and college bond issue, May 25. 
Joaquin Parsons and Mrs. Marian Hughes resigned at the same 
time as committee members from the Ducor area. 


Following are Mr. Guthrie’s ini- 
tial statement and a later state- 
ment: 

‘I am resigning as chairman of 
a Citizens’ committee that is urg- 
ing passage of bonds for Porter- 
ville Union High School and Col- 
lege in protest to increasing costs 
of school administration — not 
only in protest to a teacher salary 
raise, but also in protest to an in- 
creased operating budget. 


I feel that I am a representa- 
tive of both small and large tax- 
payers. I cannot favor a bond is- 
sue for Porterville high school and 
college until such time that I am 
convinced the district is being op- 
erated on a sound, business basis. 
It is now up to the Citizens’ com- 
mittee to decide on its future ac- 
tion in this matter. 


Yesterday, Mr. Guthrie enlarg- 
ed on his initial statement with 
the following: 


This is my further statement to 
the people interested in the Por- 
terville Union High School and 
College Bond election, and my rea- 
sons for my action as of yesterday. 


In order to bring the story to a 
point, I must go back a ways. 


It is no secret that I was op- 
posed to the former bond issue. 


The administration of Porter- 
ville Union High School and Col- 
lege had no master plan for a re- 
construction program, therefor, 
they were asking for a sum of 
money to be spent at their discre- 
tion. 


This I objected to very strenu- 
ously, but since that time, the 
board of trustees has seen fit to 
secure a master plan which I think 
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is very good. It will adequately 
take care of the needs of our high 
school and college students for the 
foreseeable future. 

Our campaign was going very 
nicely. The day after I accepted 
the chairmanship of the citizen’s 
committee, I contacted Jackson 
Mead and asked him a point-blank 
question. 


“What will happen if we get 
into the middle of thistcampaign 
and the school administration re- 
quests an increase in teacher sal- 
ary?” 

He said, “You don’t have to 
worry about that as I discussed 
this matter with Mr. Easterbrook 
and he told me there were no ma- 
jor raises contemplated, only 
minor adjustments.” 


A short time ago I read in the 
paper the same article that many 
of you did, that the administration 
was raising teacher salaries to the 
tune of $31,000 to $32,000. 

This indeed was a shock to me. 

Last week I contacted Mr. Mead, 
Mr. Easterbrook, Mr. Matzke, Mr. 
Hutchinson and Mrs. Baker about 
this very thing and I received no 
satisfactory answer from most of! 
the group with exception of Mr. 
Mead. 

Don’t misunderstand me; I am 
not opposed to well-paid teachers, 
but I am definitely opposed to a 
major raise at this time when we 
need a new school plant so badly, 
and I am also opposed to a blanket 
raise on _ teachers, considered 
equally, regardless of capabilities. 

In groups the size of our high 
school and college faculties, we 
are bound to have average teach- 
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er, mediocre teachers and some of 
the very best teachers, who should 
be recognized in salary considera- 
tions. ; 

This is not the whole story. 

I asked why the increase and I 
was told that the district received 
more money because of the in- 
creased valuation, and that our 
tax rate had remained the same. 

As many of you raelize, assessed 
valuations of our property have 
been increased arbitrarily over the 
past three years by about 40 per 
cent. And it is very likely that 
the State Board of Equalization 
will demand another increase un- 
less our county officials maintain 
their present stand. ‘ Therefore, a 
situation of this kind is very dan- 
gerous. 

Yesterday, in our informal meet- 
ing with the high school and col- 
lege board, I asked the question, 
“If the teachers are to receive this 
increase and stay within their 
normal percentage of the school 
budget, which is about 63 per cent 
of total operating budget, what 
would be the overall budget in- 
crease next T° 


I asked that question two or 
three times and I was informed 
that the overall operating budget 
would probably be increased $80,- 
000 to $100,000, which would 
mean about an eight to 10 per 
cent increase. 


Ladies and gentlemen: When a 
family decides on a new home, 
|they usually economize wherever 
possible until that house is built 
and paid for. I don’t believe our 
school plant that we are planning 
to build is any different than a 
family planning a home, 


If this additional reserve that 
came to the district through in- 
creased valuations was allocated 
to the building fund, or used to 
start immediate construction on 
some of the most important needs 
of our campus, I feel that it would 
be more wisely used. 

If this bond issue passes, it will

The action that I took yesterday 
was not a hasty decision, but one 
that I was very reluctant to make. 

I started working on this prob- 
lem about a week ago, and I ac- 
complished absolutely nothing, as 
far as the school administration 
‘was concerned. 

Rather than crawl back into a 
shell because I couldn’t conscien-

| the bond issue under the circum- 
;Stances, I decided to take this

drastic action of resigning from 
the citizens’ committee in order to 
present the whole story to the vo' 
ers. 

The Porterville high school and’ 
college operates one of the largest 
businesses in this community. It 
is my opinion that no large busi- 
ness should be operated without a 
capable business man at its} helm, 
No one man that I have ever met 
is versitile enough to be a good 
educator, a good public relations 
man and also a good business man. 

The board of trustees very gen- 
erously give their time to estab- 
lishing policy of the school admin- 
istration, but by-monthly meet- 
ings are not adequate to carrying 
out a sound business program.

Long before Dwight Hisenhower 
and Ezra Benson ever thought of 
the “soil-bank” God had thought 


of it. “There is nothing new un- 
der the,sun” according to Eccle- 
siastes 1:9, and the soil bank idea 


should not be considered new to 
us mortals. 

In Leviticus we read of the first 
soil bank, ‘The Lord said to Moses 
on Mount Sinai, ‘Say to the people 
of Israel, when you come into the 
land I give you, the land shall 
keep a sabbath to the Lord. Six 
years you shall sow your field, and 
six years you shall prune your 
vineyard, and gather its fruits, 
but in the seventh year there shall 
be a sabbath of solemn rest for the 
land, a sabbath to the Lord; you 
shall not sow your field or prune 
your vineyard. What grows of 
itself in your harvest you shall 
not reap, and the grapes of your 
undressed vine you shall not gath- 
er; it shall be a year of solemn 
rest for the land.’” (25:1-5) 

Man in his inventiveness has 
made the land to yjeld far and 
above what it formerly yielded, 
and we thank God for that, but 
man in his selfishness has forgot- 
ten, to lay by one year in seven. 
Well, need we go further .. . our 
bins are full, the surplus of the 
years is wasting away, our taxes 
pay for untold millions in storage 
costs, the market is depressed, and 
even our hungry neighbors curse 
us for not sharing our bounties. 

Since Mother’s Day is upon us 
it’s good to remember a poem John 
Greenleaf Whittier wrote concern- 
ing the wisdom of our mother’s 
Bible: 

We come back laden from our 
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ter on your ranch.
